Between I and 2 o’clock on the 
night of July 12. 1802. the Ice that had 
held tile lake gave way. 
The water sw ept lo a torrent of tre­ 
mendous 
force over the

Plerre Ronde, gathering up thousands 
of tons of rock and stones in Its course. 
It passed with a terrific roar under the 
hamlet of Bionnassay, which it did not 
injure, destroyed half tile village of 
Blonnay on the highroad between Cori­ 
ta mines and St. Gervais and. tear. ,g 
up trees as It went along, joined en# 
main river of the Bon-Nant. 
Following the river bed and destroy 
lug on its way the old Pont du Diable, 
It hurled Its seething flood of water, I 
timber, stones and mud upon the solid 
buildings of the St. Gervais b c h s nnd 
crushed them into fragments. 
Then 
crossing the Chnmouix road. It sp resf 
Itself out iii the form of a hideous c«r 
over the valley of the Arve. destroy com­ 
part of the village of Le Fay el In im 
way. 
Such w as the catastrophe of St. Ger­ 
vais which claimed over I .YO victims. 
Utter ruin was everywhere. The ongp 
lovely gardens of the bs hs w*>r« tun 
or six feet deep in mud ane t.e — mm 
been snapped Lae reeds and eUo.mutJ 
blocks o f stone were strewn over th* 
dreary w aste.

solve, any expert will tell you which is 
the best chocolate. 
The better grades 
will leave no sediment. 
The others 
will. 
This Is explained by the fact 
that In the cheaper grades the shell Is 
ground up aud usih! as a ‘tiller.’ 
The 
lighter the chocolate the better the 
grade. 
The cheaper grades are dark 
owing to the ground up shell. 
"It Is a queer thing about chocolate 
consumption. 
There 
are 
chocolate 
fiends. Just as there are opium fiends, 
tobacco slaves and liquor slaves. 
! 
cannot tell you why It is. but lf people 
ttegin to eat chocolate the habit grows 
upon them.

course the cheaper grades of chocolate

PAARLBERG, Orange Free State, Fob. 
—Artillery shellir st continued during 
tile early jmrt of Wednesday night. As 
loon as the last gun was fired the Shrop- 
gliires, who had been occupying the 
liver lied since Sunday, rushed forward, 
seized an additional 200 yards of near 
ground and entrenched a fresh position 
before daybreak. 
At dawn General 
Cronje found himself 
docked that 
amount of space. 
The Shropshires had 
done excellent work under a galling fire 
gin ce Sunday and they were relieved by 
the Gordons. 
The exchange of positions had its 
grousing features, in spite of the dan­ 
ger. The (Jordons crawled on their 
*tomacli8 to the trenches and the Shrop- 
ghires crept out of these by actually 
niv bing over the Gordons. 
The scene of the last five days’ fight­ 
ing is one of the prettiest spots in South 
Africa. The river at the point where 
General Cronje is ensconced and fight­ 
ing for life resembles some parts rf the 
Hudson river, the ground all around 
globing toward the stream. All the high­ 
lands are covered by the British artil­ 
lery. 
Cronje is faced in the front and rear 
from both banks by the Rritish, while 
General French’s horse, faraway on the 
flanks, prevents a sudden inrush of 
Boers. 
General French has sent in 75 prison­ 
ers. A British patrol, eight miles to the 
west, discovered 80 Boers wandering 
away and corralled them. Already shis 
force has captured 46 of the enemy, 
while many dead Boers have been seen. 
The 13oer prisoners are all depressed 
gt the present course of the war, aud 
they comment bitterly upon General 
Cranje’8 persistence, which they call 
“murder. 
A German ambulance attached to the 
Boer forces was allowed to traverse the 
British lines in front of Jacobsdal. 
Quantities of cattle, sheep and trek 
•leu have been captured while wander­ 
ing from the Boer laager. 
London, Feb. 26.—8:55 p. rn.—Lord 
Roberts has sent the iollowing addi­ 
tional advices to the war office: 
“ P aar deberg, Saturday afternoon, 
Fab. 24.—Methuen reports that Barkley 
West was occupied by our troops on 
Feb. 22. 
The loyal inhabitants dis­ 
played great enthusiasm. 
“Tho country west of the railway 
from Cape Town to Kimberley is gradu­ 
ally bottling down. A detachment has 
started from Do Aar for Britstown and 
Douglas and Prieska will shortly be 
visited by our troops. 
“Methuen’s account of the admirable 
manner iii which the Kimberley hospi­ 
tal is managed, made one desire to send 
some our sick and wounded there.”
